Anyway, the 2001 Hallowe’en 
pumpkinickel issued from this un- 
haunted house is shown at right. 
The orange of the jack-o-lantern, 
plus the green stem, and the 
yellow eyes, nose and mouth, 
were hand painted by brush. 

Issue quantity: 130. For those 
far away collectors, I'll try to include 
one with this year’s Christmas wood. 


Speaking of Christmas woods, I’m late, as usual. This year’s issue is done, 
all 300 of them, but none have yet been mailed out as of December 7th. Hopefully, 
you will have received one by the time you read this. Stamping out my own woods 
precludes the use of the excuse, “My supplier was late”. But then again, why ruin 
an apology with an excuse? 

Shown at left, this year’s wood is painted 
red on one side and green on the other. 
Each blank was then turned to size, one 
by one, on a lathe, to round off the edge, 

WEST GUILFORD, reveal the bare wood, and bring them 
oe an all to one common diameter before 

Stamping. All printing was done in gold 
and silver. Issue quantity: 300. If you 
should happen to receive one with a trace 
of a strange white powder, don’t panic. Because the painted surfaces, though dry, 

tend to stick to one another, they were dusted with talcum powder to facilitate 
handling. Removal of that talcum may not have been 100 % complete.
